Fast 871, Lovis, April 14.-A cowardly at-
tempt was made last night to burn the houss of o swltch
enginear, Baptiste Fry. Coal ol was soattered over the
ateps aud poreh and the dry wood was then set on fire.
Two men passing Ly serived in time to extinguish the
flames and this lad to the discovery of the arson. The
refusal of the engineer Lo quif work s alleged to ba the
cause of the act. ‘The englusers are panlc stricken and
many of them are moving to St. Louls, The situation
here is littla tmproved. It has been deoliled  to
keep the militury on the ground forat least two woeks
aund many of the privates ars securing furioughs home
to arrange bisiness matters and get clothing.

A llquor-sellar, Maher, was arrested to-day for shoot-
fng with intent to {utimidate the troopa. The story Is
that he fired over tue soldlers’ hesds, and was under the
influence of liquor at the time,

use it the weapon was wrenched from him and ased on
hia hesad, Deputy Iall, who eams to his rescus, was
also severely hundled. No ons haa yet been appointed
to take charge of the strikers’ fund.

GOULD AND POWDERLY,

A CORRESPONDENCE ON THE STRIKB.

THE CONTEST AS IT AFFECTS INDIVIDUAL
LIBERIY.

MR, POWDERLY DECLARING THAT MR, GOULD CAN
SIOP THE STRIKE—MIL GOULD'S RESPONSE
TO THREATS AGAINST HIM,

The ramers which have been in cireulation thas
further attempts to settle the railroad tronbles in
the Sonthwest wers to bo made by Mr. Powderly
prove to have had foundation, as will be seen from
the correspondence given below. Mr. Powderly's
letter was writton, or rather finished, last Sunday
n?orninl and sent to William 0. MeDowell, of this
eity, cither upon that dav or the one following. It
remained n the latter's possession, it seoms, nntil
yesterday morning when he delivered 3t to Mr
Gould by a special messenger,

Mr. Powderly, in his letter, gives n summary of
his recollection of two discnssious that took place
between the Excentive Poard of the Kuights of
Lalbor and Mr. Geuld, on March 25 and 30, He
derivs some of the statementa that the latter has
made respeeting what was said by both sides and
explaing what he said respecting the eharacter of
the strikers. Mr. Gould s mrged to settle thoe
strike at once, anl provided he will do so Lie is at
liberty to deal with tle emploves s citizens not as
Knights of Labor. Mr. Powderly challenges Mr.
Gonld to begin suita for damages against the
Knights of Labor. In his reply, Mr. Gounld presenta
previoas correspondence to show the reasons for
bis acts in reference to the strike, and then takes
Mr. Powderly to task for the threatening tone of
his letter. Mr. Powderly's letter is as followns:

SBeRrASTON, Penn., April 11, 1854,
JAY Gorwn, Esq., Presudent Missowri Pacifle Ruitroad.

DEAR Sir: The eventa of the past forty-¢lght hours
muat have demonstratad to you tha absolute nscessily
of bringing this terrible struggle in the sSounthwest to s
speedy termination. You have the power, the au-
thorlty and the means to bring the strike to ap end. I
bave dona everything in my power to end the atrife, he
wentlemen associated with me oo thn General Erecarive
Board of the Kulghts of Labor have dons the same.
Everything conslatent with honor and manhood has
been done in the intarest of poars. No lalse notions of
pride or dignity have swayed us In our dealings with
you or the geutlemen associated with you

In thut conferenea with you on Hunday, March 25,1
underatood you to meae that arbitraflon would be
agreed to: the only method of arbitration that was dis-
enssed was In line with that suggestad In the lstter
which I sent to youa in the nams of our hoard the day
previons; there was nothing particalar agreed npon, as
you well know. You said that in arbitrating the mattsr
the damages sustained by the company during the strike
ought to recelve consideration, I said to yon thatis
would not be the part of wisdom to bring that question
up in the settlement of the strike, When 1 callod upon
you agatn that evenlng you had prepared, as the resuls
of your understanding of the moraing's Intorvisw, & lot-
ter which you latended to give to me.  That letier in-
eluded a telegram to bo sent to  Mr., Hoxle, and in that
telegram you satd that the damages sustalued by the
company would be a proper subject for the arbltration
board to dissuss, This latter part of ths latter or tele-
gram you agreed to strike off after we had taiked the
watter over for some tlme, and [ left you as you wers
albout to g0 to your room to rewrite Loa letter which yon
afterward plagsd in the bands of Mr. McDowell to ba
glven to e, for Lhad to leave at that Uwe in order to
keap an appolutment at the hotel whers 1 atopped. Tha
siatement whicl you have sines theo made to the affect
that you had prepared that letter before [ called I8 not
quite correet. or I you did Luve 1t prapared you ehangsd
it after we talked the watter over for some tme. This [
bellave you will admit to be trne, In the conforsuce
beld Latwesn the members of our executive board and
the directors of the Missourl Paciflc Company at No,
195 Broadway on March 30, you sald to e that you
understopd me to say that the meu nlong your liues
would be ordered back to work at onrce, they having
vinlated the rules of our organization,

I then reiterated the statement whioh T mads to yon
and now repoat it: * The men out along the llnes of
your rallways can be ordersd back to work, but if they
arn given to understand that they are deseriad, that we
do not tais any Intacest 1n them, [t will not in any way
mond matters; on the contrary, 1t wili make things
worse, ‘There are, all along the roads out thers, 4 graat
many men who have no  regurd for orzaniiation or law,
men of hardy apieit, energy and daring  Such e as
have left the East and have takon np thele ho nes oatin
a wilil country sucl as that s, wiil not sulnall as guietiy
o8 the man they have lafs beliimd tn the East 5 thoy
aot to do rasher things than they wonld do clsewhore,
atd I lara no donbt we lave some tn onr order, o faok
iy Experience with the men of that vast aection Inale
e to thlok that the wen on both sites out there are
more daredavilisl than they ars {n the East, Eveu the
business men of that comutry are of that stawp ot
charwten,”

Both you andl Me Hapkine heard mo makas
that statement and [ belisve the latter ngreed
that that wan his experience  also.  The

danger of ths strilke spreading was also dtaci==ad, and [
sald to you that it would not spresd. that an effart had
been made to have the men of the Unlon Pacifle tako »
part In it, but that the Knighta of Labor on thist roa | bad
astanding agreoment with the munagement of the road
that there was to bo no trouhls or steilke until the lase
piturt to efoet & settioment bl fabled ; awd not then do-
til the court of last resort had been reached. When 1§
made that statement Mr. Hopiins remarked that they
bl lLetter strike thew, for if they il not the Lnion
Pacific would not mueh longer have sulticient money to
pay their employes, The Lnpression malde o0 100 Was
that you would be pleassd 1o -ec u strike tike plics on
the Union Pactfie.

This, 1 belinvo, eavers tha ¢hlef points of discassion. I
Al mot hear eitber you or Me. Hoplins say that the
present trouble out along your road woubl not e
arbitrated with the wen who wara not at work., It won
my tem betlef whea [lefe you that night that you niging
to have the entire afalr submitted to arbiiration at the
first possible momant,  That bellaf 15 sharad by Mr. Me-
Dawell, who was present during the entirs luterviaw.

When you sent the telegram to Me, Hoxio you sentls
aa I'resident of the Missouri Pacifie Railronl Compangs
You sent it as the chilef sends bis wessaza to an inferior
affiver, sl It meant as mueh tow sensibic man as the
inost imperative erder could possivly mean, When [ as
the chief ufticer of the Kuights of Lahor, send o iusssags
such as that, 1t 18 understood to ba my wishes and those
wisties are respected by the subordinate officer (o whom
